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MIXING BIKES AND MOTORS 


Few things) produce such tre 
pidation in a motor car operator as 
does a harmless bicycle rider. Pedal 
ing his way amng the cars and truck: 
on almost any street, he spreads ar 
alarm altogether out of proportion 
to his size and speed. Motorists d 
not trast him. They regard him as 
young and irresponsible, at the mercy 
of numerous dangerous whims, all oi 
which appear tj them to be in mark- 
ed contrast to their own mature, re 
sponsible, cautious judgement of safe 
preceedure, 

The bicycle rider in this country has 
represented one of traffic’s minor 
nuisances rather than one of its ma- 
jor problems, But the bicycle riders 
are increasing, Their ranks are being 
swelled by recruits from both sexes 
and of all ages. This changes the 
complexion of matters quite signifi- 
cantly, The extient and permianence 
of the change depends upon whether 
bicycle riding is merely a passing 
fancy or a serious recreation with 
those adopting it. 

Traffic authorities have not wail- 
ed for time to decide whether bicycling 
is just a fad. Seeing two-wheeled 
traffic increase, they have undertaken 
educational campaigns directed to- 
ward both cyclists and motorists. 
Both groups have been apprised that 
the pedaler has a right on the streets 
and highways, With this right, it 
pointed out, there goes a responsibili- 
ty to exercise care and obey certain 
laws. One of the most interesting of 
these laws is a regulation that pro- 
hibits trick riding. The sensible point 
for both groups to adopt from the very

A news item containing only a few lines appeared recently in one of 
Western Canada’s daily papers. It was not featured in big type nor with, 
display headings as are murders, accidents, strikes, meeting of protest over | 
relief quotas, etc., but it nevertheless recorded an event of real importance to | 
the community concerned which mieht well be accepted and acted upon by 
other communities all over the country. — 


In order to provide a measure or relief assistance to peop'e in need of it, 
the local authorities decided that, instead of continuing with a policy of Biv- 
ing dircct relief to the exclusion of any and all other forms of assistance, 
they would provide a measure of work, and the news item to which refer- 
ence is now made recorded the results, which, briefly, were: 


One hundred miles of rural telephone lines badly in need of repair were 
re-cons'ructed, the old poles cut off and re-set, ten rural systems were re- | 
duced to seven, the old wire and insulators thus saved were utilized to repair 
the lines on the seven systems, between 30 and 40 residents of the com- 
munity were each given fifteen days work, and the only cash outlay for new | 
materials was $4.25. - 

Several highly important things were thus accomplished. First and 
foremost these men instead of being placed deeper in debt, as they would 
have been if merely handed direct relief, were given remunerative work 
which enabled them to discharge some of their past indebtedness. Secondly, 
the rural telephone systems which serve their own community were re- 
established for the benefit of the people there, and these systems likewise 
were again placed in a position as feeders to the long distance Government | 
system. Thirdly, all the money expended, except $4.25, went to the people | 
of the district who most badly necded it, and no additional capital debt was | 
placed on the rural telephone company, while the reduction of ten systems | 
to seven should make for efficiency and less cost in operation. 

It would appear to be gain to the people all round,—in work provided, 
in past debts or taxes reduced, in restored and improved telephone service | 
for the community and the probability of larger future revenues to the | 
Government long distance system. It was worthwhile, constructive work 
without the imposition of any additional burden of debt. 

Attention is called to this incident for one reason, and one reason only, 
and that is, to suggest to readers of this column, and in particular to those 
occupying some position of authority in their particular community, that 
they take a look around their own districts and see if there is not some k.nd | 
of useful community work in which their own people in need of assistance 
could be employed to their benefit and to the benefit of the community as 
a whole. 

There are other rural telephone lines in Western Canada badly in need 
of repair and rehabilitation; there are local roads that call for improvement; 
there are school buildings that require attention and repairs; there are other 
things, large and small, that have been neglected because of lack of funds. , 
Why not make a survey of the community, and then organize the people 
to attend to all such matters, giving those in need of assistance an opportun- 
ity to work off burdensome arrears of taxes or earn a few dollars, instead 
of relying solely upon the distribution of direct relief. 

By the one method municipalities are placed in a stronger position fin- 
ancially because their tax arrearages are reduced; by the other both munici- 
palities and its residents are placed deeper in debt. Furthermore, by the; 
one method the community as a whole is bettered and improved and its ser-} 
vices and institutions efficiently maintained, and the morale of its people | 
strengthened; by the other neither the municipality nor its residents have | 
anything to show for their added liabilities but the fact that they maintained 
their existence, leaving to the future the ultimate discharge of those liabil- 
ities. ; 

What one community has done for its own advancement and the welfare 
of its people, many other communities can do, if they will. It requires | 
thought, study, planning and organization, and a will to work. Meeting the | 
absolute necessities of people through the distribution of direet relief is, no 
doubt, an easier way,—for the time being. But sooner or later the burden | 
must be carried, and paid off, and the longer the grappling with it is de- | 
ferred the larger, heavier, and more difficult the burden becomes. Why not | 
tackle it now in a forward-looking, constructive way? 

One method, it may be said in conclusion, inspires new hope and confi- 
dence, with one good example encouraging another, whereas the other 
method leads to deeper discouragement and a further loss of that self- 
reliance and determination to provide self-help which is essential to the 
maintenance and further progress of any people and of all communities.

We earnestly trust that the rulers 
of Ontario and various other Cana- 
dian provinces will pay due attention 
to Mr. Roosevelt's new departure, 
which is the result of somewhat 
lengthy experimentation in the direc- 
tions which they are now thinking 
of taking. We are particularly in- 
terested in the President's words on 
the subject of minimum wage legisla- 
tion, for they express a feeling which 
has been strengthening in our mind 
for some time, and which is part and 
parcel of a general conviction that 
rigidity on the part of any element 
in the business structure is a serious 
enemy to recovery and progress. | 
“Another question arises,” says the | 
President, “as to whether, in fixing | 
minimum wages on the basis of an 
hourly or weekly wage, we have 
reached into the heart of the problem, 
which is to provide such annual 
earnings for the lowest paid worker 
as will meet his minimum needs.”’ 

That a minimum wage which 
shows any serious disparity with) 
what may be termed the “economic” 
wage in industry generally can only | 
result in the diminution of enterprise 
and therefore of employment has} 
come to seem fairly obvious.

HOW TO MAKE AN 
ICE WELL ’

(Lethbrdge Experimental

The well needs to be lined o t cribbe 
otherwise the action of the ice ani 
moisture will cause the dirt to cavi 
in and ruin the ice. Cheap lumbe. 
is wsed for this purpose though th 
lining needs to be reasonably  tt'gh: 
to prevent water placed for freezin; 
from escaping. 

A small shed is built over ‘the we. 
to protect the ice from summer rain 
and keep as much heat as possibl 
from entering the pit. A tight fitting 
flcor is an itaportant feature of th 
shed. This aay be built of tiwo layer, 
of planking with three-ply of buildin, 
paper in between. By building i 
sections the floor is easily remove 
for freezing in the winter. For th 
same reason the windows, door an 
even the roof, are removabl: <o t 
pit can be opened up early in thi 
winter and kept open when bein 
filled in order to get full benefit of th 
cultside temperature. 

The well is filled during cold weath 
er by running one or two inches o 
pure cold water into the pit at a time 
allowing to fireezs solid before adi 
ing more, until the ice biock reache 
the desired height, when the we! 

‘is covered tigh:ly and left until need 
ed. A two-foct space is left at th 
top for storing products. A snug] 
fitting trap door is built in the centr 
of the floor and a wooden rack 
basket suspenied from a puiley 1
